Missouri three years ago ranked fifth 


in apple orchards among the states. 
T\veuty million apple trees, five trees 
fur e%ery man, woman and child in the 
state, are now growing in Missouri, 
3.000,000 more thau in any other state 
and twice as many as ten years ago. 
L. A. Goodman, secretary of tbe Mis- 
souri State Horticultural society, says 
that despite tbe great acreage only 
one-teiitb of Missouri's available or- 
chard hinds have yet been planted, 
Apple growing, according to Mr. Good- 
man, 
is the most profitable class of 


horticultural pursuit in Missouri. J. C. 
AVhitten, professor ot horticulture in 
the State university, indorses Mr. 
Goodman's views. 


"In an ordinary year." continued Mr. 


Goodman, "the orcbardist will not lose 
1 per cent of his apple crop. The ama- 
teur is too apt to dig and plant .without 
care, exposing the roots of the tree to 
the air before planting. Tbe roots 
sLould be kept in tbe ground. This is 
true of every variety ot tree and is as 
necessary as that fish be kept in water 
if they are to remain alive. I would 
give this as the secret of success in the 
cultivation of trees: Handle carefully 
before planting:—Doniorexpose to the 
air. and plant in j|J>od- soil. If these 
rules are followed.-tJie trees will grow." 


The king of Missouri apples is tbe 


Ben Davis. It is firm, of good shape 
and holds its color well. A carload of 
Den Davis apples shipped from Mis- 
souri to Berlin sold Ihere at $G a bush- 
el. A Missouriaii found Ben Davis ap- 
ples labeled "Missouri" at a fruit ven- 
der's stand on TJnter den Linden in 
Berlin. They sold, at 10 cents each and 
had kept their accustomed rich red col- 
or and sawdust flavor. Other apples 
suitable for the Missouri climate are 
Ca.no, Jonathan. Winesap. Mammoth 
Bi.ick Twig, York Imperial, Clayton, 
Ingram and Ram's Golden. 


Tbe profits of "apple xnilture in Mis- 


souri would have been larger except 
for tbe ravages of the woolly aphis or 
the apple root plant louse. Early in 
April this insect goes" upon his destruc- 
tive expeditions. In other states this 
pla:it louse attacks the limbs of apple 
trees, but in Missouri it bores into the 
roots. Its antics are so different among 
Missouri orchards from that of which 
it is guilty in Xew York that scientists 
for a long time thought it was a differ- 
ent species of iusect pest. J. M. Stead- 
inn n. professor cf entomology in the 
Missouri State university, however, dis- 
co\ered that the insect was not two, 
but one, leading a kind of Dr. Jekyl 
and Mr. Hyde existence. 


Tbe Missouri river is the dividing 


line for tbe enemies of apple orchards 
In northern counties little damage is 
occasioned by tbe insects. In tbe laud 
of tbe big red apple, however, the 
woolly aphis and his kinsmen wrough 
large destruction until Professor Stead 
man found that tobacco dust killed the 
insect and fertili/.ed tbe soil. Tbe dis 
covery wus worth millions of dollars 
to Missouri orchardlsts and will be 
worth move. Ninety-live per cent of tbe 
root rot in apple trees is occasioned by 
the twig iusect.

Hanslian fashioned for himself an un- 
usually 
strong 
perambulator 
and 


wheeled his little family the entire dis- 
tance. He found this mode of travel- 
ing so pleasant that he decided to tour 
Europe in the same manner. 
Two 


thousand dollars was put up as a prize 
by a European sportsman, and the con- 
ditions were that Hanslian was to visit 
'ill' tfie "principal1 cities" of Europe in' 
two years, s'tarting without TI penny 
and working for his own and his fam- 
ily's living. This he did, selling sou-' 
venir postcards on the way to pay ex- 
penses. At Ellis island he told of bis 
adventures. 


"Fifty thousand postcards were sold 


on this journey, and I earned money, 
too. by giving exhibitions. 
"We were 


obliged. I must confess, to take fre- 
quent advantage of the charity of kind 
hearted persons along the route, and, 
withal, we were often hungry and cold. 


"In England we had to spend most 


of the nights out of doors and often 
were without food. Once on our third 
day without food I saw a dog and. in 
my desperation shot him with my re- 
volver, impaled him 011 a stick, and 
cooked him over a roaring fire of 
twigs. We ate him with a relish. : 


"One hot afternoon near Budapest,

I fired at the 
beast with my revolver, but missed.

(f£ IN THE STOKEHOLD. •'• 


Feeding; the Many Havenons Fur- 


naces In an Ocean Liner. 


' The work of eternally pushing the 
old ship on past tbe meridians—the 
race against time and the sun and the 
interest on the money—begins in tlie 
gloomy stokehold., 1'ou have heard 
that the stokehold is hot, and -when 
you have clambered into it over dis- 
orderly piles of still smoking ashes, 
steadying yourself by taking incau- 
tious hold of burning hand rails, and 
stand for tbe first time face to face 
with the furnaces you feel assured of 
the fact. 


But, besides being hot, it is the most 


active, interesting part of the ship. It 
is her whole life. You must spend 
years studying it before you can stand 
there in command of your watch with 
your hand on the'feed check valves, 
your eyes on everything in general, and 
keep the steam up' where it belongs in 
spite of the ravenous engines sucking 
it away from you; yea ITS before you 
can tell, in one swift glance, whether 
a fireman is burning the greatest possi- 
ble amount of coal per hour in his fires 
with the least amount of waste. 


The problem is this: Under a certain 


large quantity_of. water, which is con- 
tinually changin'g,| build . thirty tires, 
and by nieanSr (ffi1$4t4 "notwithstand- 
ing they must all be continually replen- 
ished with fresh coal and freed from 
asheg, keep it at a perfectly even tem- 
perature (within a very few degrees) 
day and night for an indefinite period. 
The game is tbe more interesting be- 
cause a ship can never afford to spare 
more than just barely enough space 
for her propelling machinery; conse- 
quently everything—engines, boilers, 
furnaces—must be worked to the very 
limit of its capacity. 


The game goes as regularly by turns 


and in cycles as progressive -whist. 
Starling with a few fires first in order, 
the doors are opened to admit a few 
shovelfuls of coal thrown quickly into 
the front of tbe furnaces, then closed 
again as soon as possible lest too much 
cold air shonld enter. As soon as they 
are closed the fires next in order are 
served the same way and then a third 
group. Next the "green" coal in the 
first fires is raked back through the 
furnaces to complete its combustion. 
After another short interval it is nec- 
essary to "slice'' them—that is. probe 
them with long pointed bare to lift the 
clinkers from the grates and make air 
passages. 
Finally it is time to stoke 


again.—Benjamin Brooks in Scribner's. 


How Clilnenc Hatch Flab. 


The Chinese have a method of hatch- 


ing the spawn of fish and thus protect- 
ing it from those accidents which gen- 
erally destroy a large portion of it The 
fishermen collect with care from the 
margin and surface of water all those 
gelatinous masses which contain the 
spawn of fish, and after they have 
found a sufficient quantity they fill 
with it the shell of a fresh hen's egg. 
which they have previously emptied, 
stop up the hole ,-ind put it under a sit- 
ting fowl. At t'ne expiration of a cer- 
tain number of days they break the 
shell in water wnnned by the sun. The 
yoiin? fry arc presently hatched and 
arc kept in pure, fresh water till they 
are large enough to l>e thrown into the 
pond with tlie old fish. The saJe of 
spawn for this purpose forms an im- 
portant branch of trade in China.

He became a noted scientist with a 
strong political preference for republic- 
an institutions. He never married and 
when he died left nearly all his estate 
"to the United States of America to 
found at Washington, under the name 
of the Smithsonian institution, an es- 
tablishment for the increase and diffu- 
sion of knowledge among men." The 
money, £104.960. was bent to the Unit- 
ed States in 1835. and the institution 
was established by congress in 1846. 


Smithson once wrote: "The best blood 


of England -flows in my veins. On my 
father's side I aui a Northumberland. 
on my mother's I am related to kings; 
but this avails^ me not. My name shall 
live in the memory of man when the 
titles of tbe Northuniberlands and the 
Percys are extinct and forgotten." He 
hitched his wagon to the right star, and 
his forecast is well on the way toward 
fulfillment. His bones should come to 
Washington. Mr. Alexander Graham 
Bell, one of the reeents of the Smith- 
sonian, strongly advocates bringing 
them over seas and has offered to pay 
the expenses of removal.
